SlOVZ OlTY, la.. Jnly 7.— A cy- 
clone, accompanied by heavy rain and 
hail, passed over Cherokee, Buena \'i8- 
ta, Ida, Sac and Pocahontas counties 
east of here. Wires are down and lit- 
tle can be learned. Mrs. Allen 'Warbur- 
ton of Quimby was kille<l. Near Cher- 
okee a Mrs. Moleynax was killed. The 
storm swept the conntr^' nearly east- 
ward, destroying crops and demolishing 
the buildings in its path. It is rumored 
BSTsnl people were killed. 

MInnetotii Also Vixitod. 

LaKEFIELD, Minn., July 7. — A 
oydone struck here, doing considerable 
da^aage to buildings. T. S. Y. Hyde 
warehouse was blown down and the 
steeple of the Methodist church taken 
ofif. The dwelling of Mr. ThompsOQ, 
five miles west of here, was carried into 
the air and totally wrecked, several 
members of the family being seriously 
injnred. The dwelling of Andrew K. 
Ahara, three miles south, was totally 
wrecked, Mrs. Ahara and otta child be- 
ing fatally injnred.

San FRANcisro, .Tnly 7.— The steam- 
er Belgic from Hong Ki)ng and Yoko- 
hama brought the following ail vices; 

One thousand peoiilo liave been 
drowned near Shaking and Woole by 
the overflowing of a branch of tlie 
Welling river. A vast area in Nankan 
Fu has been devastated by tiuods, and 
nearly 10,(K)0 people liave been drowne<l 
or killed by falling liousfs. 

Al)out the middle of May oflieials of 
the Taiping eu.stoMiliouse sent away a 
considerable quantity of money, collect- 
ed as duty, to Canton. The money was 
intrusted to deputies, who embarked 
in a small boat and proceeded on their 
way, escorted by tiiree small river gun- 
boats. Some distance down the river 
they were suddenly attacked by several 
pirate boats which rushed out of a 
small creeik unexpectedly and set upon 
the iKiat containing the treasure. The 
soldiers on board the gunboats fought 
bravely, the struggle lusting for several 
hoprs, but as there were nearly 500 
pirates, both on l)oats and on the banks 
of the river, theBoldiers were eventually 
worsted and put to flight, leaving a 
large numlier of dead and wounded be- 
hind them, aad the pirates succeeded 
in carrying off the booty, to the extent 
of about $--'0,000. 

The Peninsular and Oriental steam- 
ship Khiva, while on her way from 
Bombay to Mecca, carrying §79 pil- 
srims and a crew of 80. took fire and

In attempting to ^eave the buniiiiK ship 
a number of pilgrims rushed to one of 
the lK)atH, which capsized and '2ii of 
their numlx'r were drowned.

PwopI* Are Killed. 

Paris, July T.— The dosing of the 
Labor Exchange has caused intense ex* 
citement among the workingmen. 
Oangs of rowdies ^;atliered yesterday 
evening in the Hue Du Chateau D'Ea 
round the Labor Bxohaage iB tha near- 
by side streets. 

By '.• o'clock the rioters had become 
numeroiis and belligerent. They upset 
and partly smaslied five tramcars and 
broke many windows. Thi- i)olice 
eventually were able to liold them in 
check, but not to disperse them. In 
the fights bftwwn the siudents and the 
police, several rowdies and two police- 
men were injured. ' fWw stttdsnw tooll 
part in the riots. 

A mob took ixtssession of tlip Boule- 
vard du Temple at 10.30 oclock, and 
began breaking windows. The polios 
used their revolvers, and several rioters 
were shot. 

The l,'il)or le.ader. Allemane. warned 
his hearers against resorting to open 
fighting with the government. He 
say.s n.ore than 2."(.iiO() troops had l)een 
brought from the rirovinces to Paris 
within till' hi'^t five (lays. Their fight 
would be futile, us the country was not 
yet ripe fo r the seT<dntion. 

THE PRESIDENT LAID UP. 

He la Confined to UU Room by an Attack 
of BhanuMtlMa. 

BvzzABD's Bay, Mass., Jnly 7.— A 
can made at Gray Gables Thursday re- 
Tealed the fact that the i)resident is 
confined to liis room. Suretary Lh- 
mont says Mr. Ch veland lias an attack 
of rheumatism in his fool iiiid knee, a 
complaint of which he has sutl'ered for 
many years and which is no doubt ag- 
gravated .it this time by the hard work 
and severe strain on his Strength whicli 
the president has undergone since the 
4th of March. 

The trouble has lieen liiinging about 
him fur some weeks, but has now 8o 
much increased in severity that he will 
be compelled to take absolute rest, in 
order that he may be at his post of 
duty at the upecial meeting of con- 
gress. 

It will be necessarv for the jiresident 
to deny hinisi If to visitors for the pres- 
ent, and his t'-,ends will, of course. o1> 
serve his reiiuc'st that he be permitted 
to get all possible benefit from his vaca- 
tion. A similar attack confined him to 
the house here about a fortnight thi.s 
time lu.st year. Surgeon Ueneral Bry- 
ant is in attendance upon Mr. Cleve- 
land. 

SHE RIFF SH OT.

San Fha.ncisco, Jnly 7. — Advicet 
from Honolulu say that while attempt- 
ing to remove W lepm from HUIalus 

valley, Kanui, Sheriff Stolts, acting 
under orders from the board of health, 
was shot and killed by the lepers. Hie 
body was brought to Honolulu. Tht 
board of health determined to remove 
the lepers to the settlements of Molakai, 
for fear tliey would spread the diseast 
beyond the limits of tlie valley. Stolt2 
was aci o;iipanied by only two police- 
men. The two native policemen were 
not attacked. 

The lejiers have sworn ven;;eanc(! 
against only white men who come tr 
remove tln'iu. The board has deter- 
mined now to remove , -ill the lepers at 
all hazards, and will lanii ollicers on the 
beach by steamer, and, by guanling thf 
one trail leading into the valley, will 
force the lepers to surrender, or will 
shoot them down from the cliUs which 
hem the valley in.

Thi-re was a ru- 
mor tliat an attempt wouM 1k' iiitide to 
burn the Carnegie mill and that regi- 
ments in Pittsburg wer<^ under arms. 
The mill was in full oi>eration all day, 
the workers being largely made up 
from Homestead strikcr.s.

PUT TO RO UT. 

Two Vlcturle* Itepurted Over the Arab 
SiHve Dealers. 

Bklkskls, July 7. — Advices received 
here from the Congo Free State report 
two victories over the Arab slave trad- 
ers. The Arabs recently attacked the 
forces of the state stationed at Stanley 
Falls, but were repulsed with heavy 
loss. The troopspursued the Arabs for 
some distance. The latter fled in such 
disorder that they carried litUe with 
them but their guns. One hundred and 
twenty barrels of gunpowder and a 
(iuantity of other munitions of war fell 
into the hands of the soldiers. 

The expedition of the Belgian Anti- 
Slavery society also reports an engage- 
ment with slave traders, in which the 
latter were put to rout 

M. Bemaert, the prime minister, 
read the news of the fielgian victories 
iu the chamber of deputies, and it was 
received w ith great enthusias m. 

Section Men Still Out. 

MooRB'8 HiLL, Ind., July 7.— There 
is no prospect of an amicable settle- 
ment of the strike inaugurated b^ sec- 
tion men on the Ohio and Mississippi 
railroad. The striking laborers have 
not returned to work, and the president 
of the road has not filled the places 
with tramps, as he told the section 
men's committee he oonld easily do. It 
isprobable that a compromise may be 
effected before many days have passed. 
At the writing of this dispatch all work 
on the tracks of the east end division is 
at a dead standstill. An offer to in- 
crease the day's wages from 11.05 to 
Sl.lO has been refused by the leaders of 
the strikers. They demand tl.W. 

I.ii)>orli)g Man UeuiandluK Wages Due. 

Bloominoton, Ind., July 7.— There is 
much excitement over the refusal of 
laboring men to complete the water- 
works. A few days ago the contract- 
ors were unable to get money, and, 
failing to get any adjustment of t^eir 
accounts, they quit work. Others "were 
.j)laced in the trenches, but were per- 
suaded to give up their phpoes as fast as 
tliey commencetf work, and the com- 
pany is now unalile to proceed. T^e 
men are demuudiug $6,000 due them, 
and their is much feeling and excite- 
ment. 

Will 'I'Irril i>r Lifit. 

M-vktin's Fkkuy, ()., July 7.— Ed- 
wanl Cailin in a lit of despondency 
comiiiitifd Huicide by drowning in the 
Ohio river. He left a nt)te saying: "1 
hope (b)d will take care of my wife and 
childriMi. I ha\e had too much trouble 
and am tired of life." Ho was 82 years 
old and was a son of the late Captiiin 
Carliu of the famous Carlin's battery. 

Columbus, O., July 7.— George W. 
Luce, a well known business man of 
Columbus, who formerly run a jewelry 
store in the Neal House block, was ar- 
rested for purchasing stolen jewelry 
from Athens. He turned over some of 
the property. It caused a great sensa- 
tion, ait he was a member of the Broad 
8tre«t Methodist Episcouul church.

INDIAKAPOLIS, July 7.— The attempt 
of the teamsters' and shovelers' union 
to excite a general strike among tht 
lalxiring unions has so tar met with 
failure. The men on Illinois and West 
Streets, who went out through sympa- 
thy, returned to work soon afterward, 
and the work is progressing satisfsc- 
torUy. 

A number of tracklayers were at 
work on Illinois street, having decided 
not to go out. The Wetttern Paving 
company has about 200 men at work. 
They are receiving $1.'S a day and the 
bosses say they are satified. 

At a meeting of the union an effort 
was made to call all the members of 
the organization in the city out. The 
meeting lasted until 12 o'clock, but no 
definite conclusions were reached. 

The Acme Paving and Construction 
company put its men to work on the 
Southwest street inijirovement. A 
large crood stood around and yelled 
"Scabs." None of the agitators were 
present, and no attempt was made to 
interfere with the men. A s'juadof po- 
lice Was jiresent. but th"ir services 
were not in eded. Fi!ty-(i\f men took 
up the sliovels, and all tlie tt anis were 
at Work.

Cknramor MeKlnlejr Granted Him • Be- 
■pite of Faur Wach*. 
COLCXBCS, 0., July 7.— Frank "Van 

Loon, the Columbus Grove bank robber 
and murderer, did not hang. Governor 
McKinley respited him until Aug. 4. 
The grounds of the respite were solely 
on the claims of Van Loon's friends 
that they could produce new testimony. 
Van Loon begged for a conference with 
the governor who, being unable to go 
to the annex, sent Harry Miner, a mem- 
ber of the pardon board. 

The condemned man broke down 
twice and cried like a baby while talk 
ing to Mr. Miner. He begged for more 
time, and the governor respited him 
after Mr.'Miner bad conveyed the pris- 
oner's message to him. Van Loon was 
very grateful over the decision, and ate 
a good supper, the first mesl in several 
days.

Ck.\wfordsvillk. Ind.. July 7.— 
George S«'aL(gs. the well known gr<>- 
ceryman, had a time witli a mammoth 
catfish near the "Shades of Death." He 
was cami)ing with a party at the 
"Shades." and started ilown the river 
to fish for bass. He obsi rved an im- 
mense catfish swimming from a deep 
hole into a comparatively shallow one. 
and quickly blocked tlie channel with 
logs from a drift heap. The pool where 
the fish was swimming was bouml by 
shallows, and Seagg.s, wading in, killed 
it with a sharpened ciub. The fish 
weighed 45 pounds, and it is the largest 
taken from the Bock river for severiil 
years.

—A dis- 
natch stales tliat the fishiiig schooner 
Horai'e B. Parker of Southport was 
.seized at Port Royal. Aiiticosti, N. F. 
An extra premium was demanded for a 
li<-ense. the alleged reason l^eing the 
depreciation of silver certificates. It 
was jiaid under protest. The seizure is 
looked upon here as an outrage, and 
the board of trade will probably apjdv 
to Washington authorities for redress.

Ei.wooo, Ind., July 7. — Malignant 
diphtheria has broken out again, two 
deaths being reported. The sanitary 
condition of the city is in a deplorable 
state, all efforts to induce the people t<j 
clean up having been of little avail.

Ei.wooD, Ind., July 7.— Agel Long, 
the young man who shot at Otto Bal- 
lard 10 tiineii, has been released under 
^.'ioo bonds. He threatens to complete 
his work if Ballard does not cease pay- 
ing attentions to his sweetheart.

Several Witn esses. 

San Francisco, Jnly 7.— The steamer 
Maripos* arrived from Sydney via 
Honolulu Thursday. The Mariposa left 
Honolulu one day later than tue Bel- 
gic. which arrived Wednesday. Testi- 
mony for the prosecution in the pee* 
liminary examination of Walnr, 
Cryck and Sinclair, arrested on the 
charge of conspiracy, was continued OD 
the afternoon of Ju:;e 2S. Tlioma« 
Wright testified that \m knew Walker, 
who uilviseii him ::,)t to join the new 
rifle company, giving as a reason for 
his advice that thisre might be trouble 
and he did not want any of his friends 
to get hurt 

Simon Von Topazi. a member of the 
regular company said that during a 
conversation with Walker, the latter 
informed him that everything would be. 
changed as soon as the provisional gov- 
ernment was overthrown. Walker led 
to advise the members of the company 
to lay down their arms and not to tight 
in case there was any trouble. He 
wanted the witness to get the names of 
those who would consent to tum 
traitors, so he could give the list to the 
queen. In return this witness was to 
get a position in the customhouse as 
soon as the old order of things was re- 
stored. Walker said that he had 800 
men and if the provisional govorumeut 
attempted to interfere with the queen, 
it would find that the (jueen had enough 
men to protect her. He also said that 
the royulists had good backing, among 
whom was Clans Spreckels. 

A. S. Pre.scott testified that he be 
longed to the company of which Von 
Tonazi wa.s u member. He saw Walker 
and Sinclair on June '21. Von Topazi 
was present at the time Walker, in 
e.xidaining In.s plan.s. said that Spreck- 
els and Campliell were to a-si~t with 
large sums of money. Spvi'ckel.- with 
a million and t 'aiiipbell with Iialf that 
amount. \\ itness s.iid that Walker in- 
formed him that the a-.-,tnlt on the 
government ,vas to l^e made if the de- 
cision of the rnited States government 
was against them. 

After thi' examination of .■-everal 
other witne^.^es. the prosecution rested 
its case. 

The fact that tht- li.-t of conspirators 
is in posse>.sion of tlie j»rovisioiial ltov- 
eminent has leaked out. and there are 
many uiiea?v royalists in town. It is 
the hope of tlie government that they 
will have sucli a strong case against 
Cry<'k. Walker and Sinclair, that they, 
who are lielieved to U- only the ttiols of 
the more prominent m.-n. seeing that 
conviction is certain, will turn state's 
evidence in the hope of getting off 
themselves. 



MADE AWAY WITH THE FUNDS. 



Two Arrests Ifollow the failure of a CoIa< 
ndo llaiik. 

Denver, July 7.— Elmer E. Williams, 

secretary of the state bureau of in- 
formation, has been arrested charged 
with having ijifl.tid ) of the funds of 
the Chafee County bank, which recent- 
ly faile<l at .Salidi. The iiaiik gave up 
Kusines.-i under vei-y peculiar circum- 
stances. Immediately after tlie clo.^inir 
of its doors an investigation \\,i^ inade. 
and it was fourd that the baukV liabili- 
ties amounted to ii bout s(i 1.000 and its 
immediate avadable assets about s>*tM). 

William E. UobertMin. the cashier ot 
the bank, wa- immediately iilaced un- 
der arrest. Williams, who was former- 
ly cashier of the failed bank, was in 
Salida previous to the failure. He is a 
strong personal friend of Uobertson. 
and the two are cliarged with having 
made away with the funds of the insti- 
tution.

It will add more than |N,0004bo an- 
nually of sound currency to the amonnt in cir- 
culation among the people, and da ionp yefpni- 
ilfiil tmrnrd free colmgf. 

Till'! wa8 before the evil efTert of the 
measure was felt. Now, tiiey are aaying 
it was adopted to head off free coinage. 
The riiblic l.i'd'.'cr should revise ita ed* 
itoriala on this subject.

The weekly report of the Kentucky 
Deimrtnient of the!'. S. Weather Bureau 
waH a day late this week, probably due 
to the National holiday on tiie 4th. The 
report says that u'l'nerally favinable 
weathi-rcondition.s have prevailed diirini; 
the past week. The teinpiTatnrc and 
sntisiiiiie were sliirhtly in excsns of the 
normal, and the amount of rainfall upon 
the whole dclicieiit though through the 
(•(•ntral counties ui the .State, extending 
from the Tennessee line northward to 
Ohio anil embracing the I'litegrass conn- 
tie)*, very copion.-i local nliowers fell and 
resulted in an excessive amount in tlicHc 
sections. The western half of the State, 
and the extreme eastern sections, re- 
ceived hut scattering shower.". I»cal 
wind and rain storms occurred in the 
central counties on .Tnne IV) and .Tuly 2. 
They were e.six'cially severe iu l-'^iyette 
and Carroll counties, and caiiseil much 
damage to corn, oats, and timothy hay. 

The wheat harvest is alxmt ( ompleted 
in all except the extreme Northeastern 
sections. The general tone of reports 
received indicate an average yield of 
good quality, except iu a few counties, 
where it was injured by amut and ruet. 
The violent win(I storms of the second, 
damaged some fields which had not been 
cut. Owing to prevailing low prices, 
farmers are not generally disposed to sell. 

Oats are ripening very fast and will 
soon be ready to cot. The crop promiaea 
to be al>ove the average, though it has 
suflRued somewhat from high winds in 
the same diatricta where wheat was 
dammed from tbia cause. Some barley 
haa been threahed and the yield is re- 
ported to be tolerably good. The hay 
crop is nearly cut and it is the best in 
several years. Hemp is small but looks 
well. 

The reports received in r<'gard to corn 
are generally very favorable. The crop 
is now in good condition, and clear of 
weeds and gra.sses. It is, however, from 
ten days to two weeks late, btit there is 
no nresent cau.so to fear that this draw- 
back will ad'ect its general character. It 
is small, but healthy and vigorons. 
Some of that planted on the uplands 
needs rain. 

Karly tobacco is all that could bp de- 
sired, but ihr late planted portion needs 
rain, especially in the western counties, 
where the comparatively dry weather 
has prevented the plants taking good 
root. Though it is to(> early to hazard a 
prediction, it may be said tllat the pres- 
sent prospect for this crop is generally 
very promising. 

Irish potatoes promiae the beet jdeld 
in several vears. 

The ontlo<jk for late fruits is not en- 
couraging. Kaapberries and blackberries 
are very acarce in the northern- counties 
and in some aections the crop ia a total 
failure. Apples and peachea are atill 
falling oS the trees, though there appeara 
to be a fair prospect for a good crop ' of 
the lattMT.

The committee that went before the 
state Board of E<iualization ye8t<'nlay to 
secure a more favorable action in regard 
to the assessment of Maaon Oounty was 

not very successful. 

The itoard ilccided that the increase of 
17 per cent, in fiie assessment of land 
an<( nersonalty shouM stand, but granted 
a reduction oi' ;! per cent, in the raise on 
town lots, leaving' the im rea^e in the aa- 
aessmenf of town lots 12 per cent. 

The State Hoard is taking M) jier cent, 
of the cash value of the lands, as shown 
by the sales and transfers of last year, as a 
basis for the a.ssessment, instead of 70 
per cent, as is required by the act ereat* 
ing the Board. 

The committee from this county got off 
betterthanthe one from Madison County. 
The Board had contemplated raising tlie 
Madison County assessment 4 per cent, 
and the gentlemen who w«'nt from Madi- 
son to resist that raise made some figures 
for the Board which showed that the in- 
crease to bring theaasessraent up to 80 per 
cent, should be 7 per cent, instead of 4 
and the Board promptly raised it to 7 
per cent. 

It is the opinion of some of the lawyers, 
says the Winchester Democrat, that the 
act creating the State Board of Equalisa- 
tion was repealed by the adopUpn of the 
new Bevenue and Taxation bill, which 
doea not refer to the Board of Equalisa- 
tion in any way, and that the gentlemen 
now composing the Board have no author- 
ity to change the work of the Oooaty 
Supervisors. That question will doubt- 
leas be tested in the courts as the Board 
haa increased the aaseaament in some 
counties as much as 30 per cent.
